Neither discloses that the printer controls the video camera to 
select a picture for display. Each only separately controls a 
display device for display, and the video camera for selecting a

are found in the cited English language publications. As seen, 
an index signal is marked to a desired picture for printing. A 
printer can automatically print the marked picture.
